London, O&ober 17: 
Yefterday arrived a Mail from France. 

Paris; O&. 23. We have Advice from Cadiz of 
the 6th Inftant, that a Ship which was come into 
that Port from Lisbon, had brought an Account, 
that the Evening before fhe left Lisbon, 15 Spanifh 
Veffels came in there, which had fuffered very much 
bya Storm; a good Number of Troops was on 
board thofe Veflels, bound from Corunna for Ca- 
diz. Thefe Advices add, that parfuant to the 
Orders from the Court, all the Ships of War an 
Tranfports then at Cadiz were getting ready ; that 
a great Quantity of Corn and Forrage was brought 
thither, and was fhipped off as fat as it came 3 and 
that Troops arrived daily in that Neighbourhood ; 
as alfo great Droves of Cattle. The Count de St. 
Iftevan, one of the King of Spain’s Plenipoten- 
tiaries for the Congrefs to be held at Cambray, ar- 
rived here on the 4th : His Equipage is gone on 
for Cambray, whither he will follow iv a few Days.

All the Gates of that Town are fhutu 
except two, which are ftrictly guarded by the Coti- 
zens; and an Order of the Magiftrates has been 
puointhed, allowing 8 Days to all Perfons who 
wou!'d retire from thence; after which Time, ro 
body will be permitted to go out of that Town 
without exorefs Eeave, and fuch Citizens as are 
at their Country Houfes, are ordered to return to 
Town within the fame Space of Time, and to 
provide themfelves with all manner of Neceffaries. 
The Parliament at Aix would have retired to 
Terrafcone, but the Inhabirants of that City having 
refufed to recerve them without their holding Qua- 
tantain, they have beea obliged to remain at St. 
Remy.
